* Jereas the King and Queen's molt Excellent Majeſties have occaſion to Emplop 
e Ther Royal $avy fox the Honour and Safety of Their Majeſties Realms and 
GERI DOonmmions, in carrying on a War againſt the French Ring; And whereas by the 
% Labs of this Realm, every Mariner, Seaman and Soldier receiving Pꝛels⸗ 
Money, to Serve the King in anp of His Ships, and after refuſing to Serve, oz 
@blenting Hinfelf at the Lime and Place appointed unto him foz His Service, doth 
incur Manger and penalty of Felony, and ts to be Puniſhedand Foꝛkeit as a Felon ; 
Sirvertheicſs Bis Ma jelty ts Inkozmed, that ſeveral Gpariners, Seamen and Sol⸗ 
viers, Pꝛels'd fo2 his Service, and having received Pzeſs-Money, do neglect to 
F=Z2@ Bepair to, and Deſert the fard Service, whereby Their Majeſties Ships may be 
SR uniurniſhed, and Their Service diſappointed, to the Diſzonour of Their Majeſties, 
8 = and Danger of Their People, elpeciallp in this time, When the French Have already 


| Invaded Their Majeſties Domtiniens, and are Pzeparing to Depzive Their Sub- 
jects of their P2iviledge of Trade, and other 'ntcreits. 


Their Mafeſties thereſoze, in Their Princely Wiſdom, koze 
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icing the Inconveniences Which may enſue, 


have thought fit, with the Advice of Their Privy Council, to Publiſh Their Wateitics Royal Pꝛoclamation, 


and do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Conunand all Mariners, Seamen and Sold:ers, who are oz ſhall hereaf- 
ter be P2eſs'd foꝛ Their Service in any Ships oꝛ Uellels belonging to the ſaid Navy, and have received, oꝛ ſhall 
receive Pꝛels⸗Money fo: that purpoſe, that they duly repair and come to the Places, and at the times appoint⸗ 
ed unto them, and there Continue in the Service unto Which they are 02 ſhall be reſpectively Commanded, up- 
on Pain of Death, and all ſuch other Pains, Penalties and Fozfeitures, as by the Law can be Jnflicted z 
Impoled upon them. And fo2 the ſpeedy and effectual Pzoſecution of fuch Oftenders, Their Majeſties have 
thought fit, and do intend kozthwith to Jllue Commiſſions of Oyer and Terminer, foz their Legal Trpal 
and Puniſhment accozding to Þuitice : And fo2 the better Execution of this Their Royal Intention, do here- 
by Charge aud Command all and ſingular Tieutenants, Deputy Tieutenants, £Wayozs, Sheriffs, Juſti⸗ 
ces of the Peace, Bailiffs, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and other Their Majeſtics Officers, Miniſters and 
Subjects, Whatſoever Within this Realin, w:th all Care and Dil'gence to Make Search foz, Diſcover, and 
Appꝛehend all and every Perſon and Perſons offending as afozeſaid, and ſuch as ſhall be Appꝛehended foꝛth⸗ 
with to Commit, oꝛ cauſe to be Committed to the next Goal of the County, City oz Place where they ſhall be 
ſo Appꝛehended, there to remain until they ſhall be duly Pzocceded againſt, and Delivered by Courſe of Law. 
And that the Names of the Perſons ſo Appꝛehended and Committed, be fozthwith leut to Their a= 
jeſties, oz the Pꝛivy Council, that Care may be taken foz their ſpcdy Pꝛolecution accozdingly.
